REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1. Claims 1, 3-14 and 16-38 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 2, 
22, 31 , 33, 35, and 37 teach similar subject matter as the prior art of Parry et al (US 
2003/0095284) and Lahey et al (US 6,587,217). However claims 1 , 2, 22, 31 , 33, 35, 
and 37 are allowed for the reasons pointed out by the examiner's remarks filed on 06 
October 2008 (pages 27-30). Claims 29 and 30 teach similar subject matter as the prior 
art of Lahey et al (US 6,587,21 7). However claims 29 and 30 are allowed for the 
reasons pointed out by the examiner's remarks filed on 06 October 2008 (pages 23-26). 
Specifically, the prior art fails to teach "the specified name being a predetermined 
name for allowing a printing apparatus to identify a print data file as the Top Page 
print data file". 

3. Claims 1 2, 1 6, 26, 32, 34, 36 and 38 teach similar subject matter as the prior art 
of Parry et al (US 2003/0095284), Lahey et al (US 6,587,217) and Nakatsuma et al. (US 
6,115,132). However claims 12, 16, 26, 32, 34, 36 and 38 are allowed for the reasons 
pointed out by the examiner's remarks filed on 06 October 2008 (pages 31-36). 
Specifically, the prior art fails to teach "a sequential transmission unit operable to 
sequentially transmit to the printing apparatus the plurality of the print data files 
accompanied by information indicating that the plurality of the print data files to 
be transmitted are the print data files composing the print document'. 

4. Claims 4-11,13,14,1 7-21 , 23-25, 27, and 28 are allowed for being dependent 
on an allowable base claim.
